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NOTE. 

It  was  considered  desirable  (as  in  1881)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be  disposed 
to  purchase,  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness,  should  have  access  at  a small  cost  to  the 
statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest:  and  as.  in  Ireland, 
the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particulars  should  be 
afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
have  presented  Tables  for  each  County  in  the  Provinces  of  Leinster,  Munster,  and  Ulster,  and  three  Counties 
in  Connaught,  and  now  present  the  following  Tables  for  the  County  of  Galway,  purposing  to  give  at  a 
very  early  date  the  corresponding  Tables  for  the  County  of  Sligo,  completing  the  series. 
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CENSUS  OF  IRELAND,  1801. 

COUNTY  OF  GALWAY. 

Is  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt  the 
course  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  County 
of  Galway  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891. 

SUMMARY. 

The  County  of  Galway  (including  the  County  of  the  Town  of  Galway)  covers  an  area  of  1,5011,505  statute  Arf*- 
acres,  or  7'G  per  cent,  of  the  total  area  of  the  country. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland)  for  last  year  (1851),  presented  to  Parliament  by  the  bbtrlbntion  o( 
Registrar-General,  there  were  116,250  acres  under  tillage,  91,220  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  717,775  .xabl® i. i 
under  pasture,  making  a total  of  925,285  acres  of  Arable  Lund,  or  62-5  per  cent,  of  the  total  extent  of  land 
in  the  County;  25,740  acres,  or  1*7  per  cent.,  under  Plantations ; 137,097  acres,  or  9-3  per  cent.,  under 
Turf  Bog;  98,943  acres,  or  6-7  per  cent.,  under  Marsh;  and  245,152  acres,  or  16-6  per  cent.,  under  barren 
Mountain  Land.  The  remaining  47,016  acres,  or  3-2  per  cent.,  were  returned  as  under  “ Roads,  Fences, 

&c.,  &c.” 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Galway  according  to  the  Census,  was — in  1841,  440,198;  in  Populatioa. 
1651,  321,684  ; in  1861,  271,478  ; in  1871,  249,720;  in  1881,  242,005  ; and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  (Table U.) 
214,712  (108,283  Males  and  106,429  Females),  or  11'3  per  cent,  less  than  in  1881. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  40,303,  the  tamUit*  and 
average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  5 2;  and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  39,366,  Hr, use*, 
showing  an  average  of  5-4  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of 
PuVilic  Institutions  have  been  omitted. 

The  following  Statement  shows,  by  Baronies  and  by  Poor  Law  Unions,  the  number  of  persons  in  1S81  and  Bnmniej  ant 
1891 ; and  the  increase  or  decrease  during  the  decade : — ™jr  Law

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  in  the  Baronies 
took  place  in  Longford  and  Kiltartan,  viz. : — 16-8  and  15‘5  respectively;  and  the  lowest  in  Ross  and 
Killian,  viz.  : — 2-9  and  6‘8  respectively.  The  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  in  the  Poor  Law  Unions 
occurred  in  C'lifden,  and  the  lowest  in  Glennamaddy ; there  was  an  increase  of  9 3 per  cent  in  the  portion  of 
Ballimobe  situated  in  this  County. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  County  in  1891,  93-G7  per  cent,  were  bom  therein,  1-82  per  cent  in  Birthplace* o! 
other  Counties  of  the  Province  of  Connaught ; L'45  per  cent,  in  Leinster ; 1*39  per  cent  in  Munster ; 0-55  per  thelnhabi- 
ceut  in  Ulster ; 0-82  percent  in  Great  Britain;  0-30  percent,  were  bom  abroad  ; and  5 persons  were  born  at  sea.  n^7iexxjV.) 

Towns  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards,  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  Civic  districts. 

The  County  contains  three  such  districts,  viz.  : — Galway,  Luughrea,  and  Tuam,  and  portion  of  another  Civic  District* 
(Ballinasloe),  In  1881,  the  population  of  the  foregoing  amounted  to  26,022;  in  1891  it  was  23,039,  (Tabl8V-) 
showing  a decrease  of  2,9S3  persons,  or  1U5  per  cent.  In  the  rural  districts  of  the  County  the  decrease 
was  11-3  per  cent. 

The  County  contains  four  Parliamentary  Divisions,  each  returning  one  Member  to  Parliament,  viz. : — Parliamentary 
Connemara,  hating,  in  1891,  a population  of  50,503,  and  a constituency  of  5,542;  North  Galway  with  a ®fP*®3eatatt#n 
population  of  51,924,  and  a constituency  of  7,410  ; East  Galway  with  a population  of  49,083,  and  a con-  ^ a e ' 
stituency  of  7,991  ; and  South  Galway  with  a population  of  46,243,  and  a constituency  of  6,480.  The 
Borough  of  Galway,  with  a population  of  16,959,  and  a constituency  of  1,670,  returns  one  member. 

The  following  Statement  shows,  according  to  Religious  Professions,  the  number  of  persons  in  1881  and  1 891,  Religious 
and  the  increase  or  decrease  during  the  decade : — Profession*.

From  the  above  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  population  of  the  County  in  1891,  97‘0  per  cent. 
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were  Roman  Catholics,  2-5  per  cent.,  Protestant  Episcopalians,  0-3  per  cent.,  Presbyterians,  0'1  per  cent., 
Methodists,  and  0*1  per  cent.,  members  of  other  Religious  Denominations.  During  the  decade  there  was  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  Roman  Catholics,  amounting  to  ll-0  per  cent.  ; Protestant  Episcopalians 
declined  22"2  per  cent.;  Presbyterians  3-2  per  cent.:  and  Methodists,  16  '4  per  cent. 

The  following  Statement  shows  the  Educational  Status  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Galway 
in  1881  and  1891,  in  so  far  as  relates  to  the  degrees  of  elementary  education  relative  to  which  inquiry 
was  made  on  the  Census  Forms : — 


From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1881,  only  36'9  per  cent,  of  the 
Inhabitants  could  “read  and  write,”  in  1891,  50-7  per  cent,  could  do  so  ; that  the  pcr-ccntage  of  the  population 
who  could  “ read  only  ” in  1631  was  10  9,  and  in  1391,  8 5 ; and  that  the  per-centage  of  the  “ illiterate  ” fell 
from  52'2  in  1831  to  40'8  in  1891. 

The  following  Statement  shows  the  Population  five  years  old  and  upwards,  also  the  number  and  proportion 
per  ccut.  thereof  who  were  Illiterate  : —

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  1881,  45-S  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five  years 
and  upwards  were  Illiterate  (42-7  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  4S  9 of  the  females),  and  that,  in  1891,  the 
per-centage  was  but  33'9  (3'2'3  of  the  males  and  35  6 of  the  females). 

Talcing  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appeal's  that  in  1891,  excluding  children 
undev  live  years  of  age,  34'9  percent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  4-5  per  cent,  of  Protestant  Episcopalians,  l'S  per 
cent,  of  Presbyterians,  2-0  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  2'9  per  cent,  of  “all  other  Denominations  ” were 
Illiterate. 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  County  of  Galway,  according  to  the  Census  of  18S1  (week 
ending  14th  May),  was  28.519,  or  3 1 •;!  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20  ; in  1891  the  nuinbei 
returned  (for  week  ending  30th  May)  was  30,803,  or  3S-0  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1881  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Galway,  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the  Census, 
was  1,567  or  1 in  every  154  of  the  population  ; in  1891  the  number  so  returned  was  1,324,  or  .1  in  every  102 
of  the  population  ; of  the  latter  number  780  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  544  were  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  returned  iu  1881  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  4,055,  or  1 in 
every  60  of  the  population ; of  this  number  2,012  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  2,043  were  in  receipt  of 
outdoor  relief ; in  1891  the  number  returned  was  4,131,  or  1 iu  every  52  of  the  population ; 1,627  of  these 
being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  2,504  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
“ Superintendent  Registrar's  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into 
Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which  Districts, 
save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed  of 
a certain  number  of  Poor  Law  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  Marriages  registered  in  the  County  of 
Galway  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  6,415,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of  2'8 
per  1 ,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period,  affords 
an  average  annual  rate  of  4 -3  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  50,347,  affording  an  average 
annual  rate  of  2 2 0 per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during 
the  same  period  being  23-2  per  1,000. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  31,998,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
14'0  per  1,000 ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  17 '8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Emigrants  from  the  County  during  the  ten  yea  l’S  ending  31st  March,  1891,  amounted 
to  51,121  (23,S27  males  and  27,294  females) ; the  number  for  the  decade  ending  31st  March,  1881,  was 
23,665,  for  that  ending  31st  March,  1871,  3S,758,  and  for  that  ending  with  March,  18G1,  50,838,  making 
a total  of  164,382  for  the  forty  years. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  being  50,347,  and  tlie 
number  of  Deaths  31,998 ; a natural  increase  of  18,349  would  appear  to  have  taken  place  in  the  Population  ; but 
the  Emigrants,  during  the  same  period,  having  amounted  to  51,121,  the  net  result  shown  by  this  method 
of  calculation  is  a decrease  of  32,772.  The  decrease  in  the  population,  as  shown  by  the  Census  Returns, 
is  27,293,  a disparity  in  the  results  to  be  accounted  for  to  some  extent  by  the  fact  that  no  record  of 
Immigrants  or  of  Migration  from  one  part  of  Ireland  to  another  is  obtainable.

It  was  considered  desirable  (as  in  1881)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be  disposed 
to  purchase  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness,  should  have  access  at  a small  cost  to  the 
dtatistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest ; and  as,  in  Ireland, 
the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particulars  should  be 
afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
have  presented  Tables  for  each  County  in  the  Provinces  of  Leinster,  Munster,  and  Ulster,  and  now 
present  the  following  Tables  for  the  County  of  Leitrim ; purposing  to  give  similar  Tables  for  the  other 
Counties  in  the  Province  of  Connaught,  at  such  short  intervals  as  the  progress  of  the  work  will  permit.

lx  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  lias  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt 
the  coarse  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  County 
of  Leitrim  from  the  Census  Retiu-ns  of  1891. 


SUMMARY. 


The  County  of  Leitrim  covers  an  area  of  392,381  statute  acres,  or  1*9  per  cent  of  the  total  area  of  the  Are*.

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland)  for  last  year  (1891),  there  were  32,422  acres  tinder 
tillage,  50,113  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  209,711  under  pasture,  malting  a total  of  292,240  acres  of 
Amble  Land,  or  79-0  per  cent  of  the  total  extent  of  land  in  the  County  ; 3,331  acres,  or  0 9 per  cent, 
under  Plantations;  21,298  acres,  or  5-8  per  cent  under  Turf  Bog;  6,031  acres,  or  1*6  per  cent,  under 
Marsh,  and  33,813  acres,  or  9-1  per  cent  under  barren  Mountain  Land.  The  remaining  13,206  acres  or  3-6 
per  cent,  were  returned  as  under  “ Roads,  Fences,  he.,  &c." 

The  number  of  poisons  in  the  County  of  Leitrim  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1841,  155,297;  in 
1351,  111,897  ; in  1861,  104,744;  in  1871,  93.562  ; in  1881,  90,372  ; and  according  bo  the  recent  Census, 
78,618  (39,715  Males,  nnd  38,903  Females)  or  13-0  per  cent.  less  than  in  1881. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  15,350,  the 
average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  5T  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  15,198 
showing  an  average  of  5*1  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public 
Institutions  have  been  omitted.

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  highest  per-centages  of  decrease  in  the  Baronies 
took  place  in  Mohiil  and  Leitrim,  viz.,  14'5  and  13-8,  respectively;  and  the  lowest  in  Carrigallen  and 
Drumahaire,  viz.,  10-3  and  12-9  respectively.  The  highest  per-eentage  of  decrease  in  the  Poor  Law  Unions 
occurred  in  the  portion  of  B.vllysliannon,  situated  in  this  County,  and  the  lowest  in  that  portion  of  Bawnboy 
so  situated. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  County  in  1891,  9278  per  cent,  were  born  therein,  248  per  cent,  in 
other  Counties  of  the  Province  of  Connaught ; 1-46  per  cent,  in  Leinster ; 0-23  per  cent,  in  Munster;  2 51 
per  cent,  in  Ulster ; 0 3S  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain  ; and  0-16  per  cent,  were  bom  abroad. 

There  are  two  Parliamentary  Divisions  in  the  County,  viz.,  North  Leitrim  and  South  Leitrim,  each 
returning  one  member  to  Parliament;  the  former  Division  having  in  1891  a population  of  39,235,  and  a 
constituency  of  6,817 ; and  the  latter  a population  of  39,383,  and  a constituency  of  7,352.

From  the  above  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  population  of  the  County  in  1891,  90  6 per 
cent,  were  Roman  Catholics,  8-2  per  cent.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1881,  only  52-3  per  cent,  of  the 
Inhabitants  could  “ read  and  write;”  in  1891,  63-7  per  cent,  could  do  so  ; that  the  per-centage  of  the  population 
who  could  “ read  only  ” in  1881  was  16-0,  and  in  1891, 11*2  ; and  that  the  per-centage  of  the  “ illiterate  ” fell 
from  31-7  in  1881  to  25-1  in  1891.

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  6een  that,  in  1881,  22  5 per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants,  aged  five  yean 
and  upwards,  were  Illiterate  (21-8  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  23*2  of  the  females),  and  that,  in  1891,  the 
per-centage  was  hut  16-4  (16-4  of  the  males  and  16  -5  of  the  females). 

Taking  Religions  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  1891,  excluding  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  17-6  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  6-1  per  cent,  of  Protestant  Episcopalians,  3 7 per 
cent,  of  Presbyterians,  1-9  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  9*8  per  cent,  of  “all  other  Denominations”  were 
Illiterate 

Tne  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  County  of  Leitrim,  according  to  the  Census  of  1831 
(week  ending  14th  May),  was  18,312,  or  38-2  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20;  in  1891  the 
number  returned  (for  week  ending  30th  May),  was  18,637,  or  45  '9  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1881  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Leitrim  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the  Census, 
was  554,  or  1 in  every  163  of  the  population;  in  1891  the  number  so  returned  was  471,  or  1 in  every  167 
of  the  population ; of  the  latter  number  315  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  156  were  in  hospital. 

The  climber  of  persons  returned  in  1881  as  receiving  reliof  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  1,515,  or  1 
in  every  60  of  the  population ; of  this  number  6S8  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  827  were  in  receipt 
of  outdoor  relief;  in  1891  the  number  returned  was  1,365,  or  1 in  every  57  cf  the  population ; 432  of 
these  being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  933  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  puiposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
“ Superintendent  Registrar’s  District”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  Distinct  is  divided  into 
Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  poor  under  the  Medical  Charities'  Act ; which  District^ 
save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  Distinct  is  composed 
of  a certain  number  of  Poor  Law  Electoral  Divisions, 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  Marriages  registered  in  the  County  j 
of  Leitrim,  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  2,981,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
3-5  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period 
affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4 3 per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  19,056,  affording  an  average 
annual  rate  of  22*6  per  1,000  of  the  population,  tho  average  yearly  rat©  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  tie 
same  period  being  23-2  per  1,000. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  12,382,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
14*8  per  1,000 ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  17*8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Emigrants  from  the  County  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  amounted  to 
21,008  (10,273  males  and  10,735  females) ; the  number  for  the  decade  ending  3lst  March,  1881,  was 
12,688;  for  that  ending  81st  March,  1871,  13,980;  and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  16,820 
making  a total  of  64,491  for  the  forty  years.  f 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  being  19,056,  and  tif 
number  of  Deaths  12,382;  a natural  increase  of  6,674  would  appear  to  have  taken  place  in  the  Populs- 
tion ; but  the  Emigrants,  during  the  same  period,  having  amounted  to  21,008,  the  not  result  shown  by  this 
method  of  calculation  is  a decrease  of  14,334 ; the  decrease  in  the  population,  as  shown  by  the  Census 
Returns,  was  11,754.

NOTE. 


It  was  considered  desirable  (as  in  1881)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be  disposed 
to  purchase,  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness,  should  have  access  at  a small  cost  to  the 
statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest ; and  as,  in  Ireland, 
the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particulars  should  be 
afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
have  presented  Tables  for  each  County  in  the  Provinces  of  Leinster,  Munster,  and  Ulster,  and  one  County  in 
Connaught,  and  now  present  the  following  Tables  for  the  County  of  Mayo,  purposing  to  give  similar  Table* 
for  the  remaining  Counties  at  short  intervals.

Is  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  lias  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt  the 
course  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  County 
of  Mayo  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891. 


SUMMARY. 

The  County  of  Mayo  covers  an  area  of  1,860,731  statute  acres,  or  6-5  per  cent,  of  the  total  area  of  the  Area, 
conn  try. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland)  for  last  year  (1891),  there  were  105,657  acres  under  Distribution  of 
tillage,  48,020  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  547,279  under  pasture,  making  a total  of  700,956  acres  of  band. 

Arable  Land,  or  53-8  per  cent,  of  the  total  extent  of  land  in  the  County  ; 10,164  acres,  or  0-8  per  cent.  (Table!.) 
under  Plantations;  252,072  acres,  or  19  3 per  ceut.  under  Turf  Bog  ; 73,621  acres,  or  5-6  per  cent,  under 
Marsh,  and  217,126  acres,  or  16‘7  per  cent.,  under  barren  Mountain  Land.  The  remaining  49,857  acres 
or  3-8  per  cent,  were  returned  as  under  “ Roads,  Fences,  &c.,  <fec.” 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Mayo  according  to  the  Census  was— in  1841,  3S8.887 ; in  1851,  Population. 
274,449;  in  1861,  254,796;  in  1871,  244,768;  in  1881,  245,212;  and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  (Table  II.) 
219,034  (107,498  Males  and  111,536  Females),  or  10‘7  I>er  vent  less  than  in  18S1. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  39,979,  the  Families  and 
average  number  of  persona  in  a family  being  thus  5'4  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  39,432,  Honm 
showing  an  average  of  5'5  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public 
Institutions  have  been  omitted. 

The  following  Statement  shows,  by  Baronies  and  by  Poor  Law  Unions,  the  number  of  persons  in  1881  and 
1891 ; and  the  decrease  during  the  decade  : —

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observer!  that  the  highest  per-centagos  of  decrease  in  the  Baronies 
took  place  in  Kilmaine  and  Clanmorris,  viz.,  15'0  and  12T  respectively;  and  the  lowest  in  Mnrrisk  and 
Costello,  viz.,  7'G  and  8’6  respectively.  The  highest  percentage  of  decrease  in  the  Poor  Law  Unions  occurred 
in  that  portion  of  Ballinrobe  situated  in  this  County,  and  the  lowest  in  Killala. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  tire  County  in  1891,  96-10  percent,  were  born  therein;  1*80  per  cent  in 
other  Counties  of  the  Province  of  Connaught;  062  percent,  in  Leinster;  035  percent  in  Munster;  0-32 
per  cent  in  Ulster ; 0-04  per  cent  in  Great  Britain  ; 0-17  per  cent  were  born  abroad,  and  4 persons  were  born 
nt-rau 

Towns  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards,  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  civic  districts. 

The  County  contains  two  such  districts  and  portion  of  another.  In  1881  the  population  thereof  amounted 
to  12,642;  in  1891  it  was  11,280,  showing  a decrease  of  1,3G2  persons,  or  10'8  per  cent.;  in  the  rural 
districts  of  the  County  the  decrease  was  10*7  per  cent. 

There  are  four  Parliamentary  Divisions  in  the  County,  viz.,  North  Mayo,  West  Mayo,  East  Mayo,  and 
South  Mayo,  each  returning  one  Member  to  Parliament;  North  Mayo  having,  in  1891,  a population  of 
53,662,  and  a constituency  of  7,029  ; West  Mayo  a population  of  56,931,  and  a constituency  of  8,849  ; East 
Mayo  a population  of  52,454,  and  a constituency  of  7,150 ; and  South  Mayo  a population  of  55,987,  and 
a constituency  of  9,653.

From  the  above  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  population  of  the  County  in  1891,  97-5  per 
rent  were  Roman  Catholics,  2-0  per  cent.  Protestant  Episcopalians,  0-3  per  cent.  Presbyterians,  0T  per 
rent.  Methodists,  and  0-1  per  cent,  members  of  other  Religious  Denominations.  During  the  decade  there  was  a 
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decrease  in  the  number  of  Roman  Catholics,  amounting  to  10-3  per  cent.  ; Protestant  Episcopalians  declined 
21-9  per  cent.,  Presbyterians,  21-9  per  cent.,  and  Methodists,  20-7  per  cent. 

Education.  The  following  Statement  shows  the  Educational  Status  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Mayo  in 
(Table  xxx.)  jggj  anc]  1891,  in  so  far  as  relates  to  the  degrees  of  elementary  education  relative  to  which  inquiry  was 
made  on  the  Census  Forms : — 


From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1881,  only  34  7 per  cent,  of 
the  inhabitants  could  “ read  and  write,”  in  1891,  50-7  per  cent,  could  dc.  so ; that  the  per-centage  of  the 
population  who  could  “read  only”  in  1881  was  13-4,  and  in  1891,  9*S ; and  that  the  per-centage  of  the 
“Illiterate  ” fell  from  51*9  in  1881  to  39 '5  in  1891. 

(Table  xxxii.)  The  following  Statement  shows  the  population  five  years  old  and  upwards,  also  the  number  and  proportion 
per  cent,  thereof  who  were  Illiterate : — 


From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  1881,  44'8  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five 
years  and  upwards  were  Illiterate  (40-9  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  48-5  of  the  females),  and  that,  in  1891,  the 
per-centage  was  but  S2-0  (29-2  of  the  males  and  34'8  of  the  females).

Attendance.  ending  14th  May),  was  26,701,  or  27'5  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20  ; in  1891  the  number 
Cla  exxxvu.)  retnrlie^  (for  -week  ending  30th  May)  was  31,091,  or  35'7  per  cent.,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

The  Sick.  In  1881  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Mayo  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the  Census,  was 

(Table  x.)  1,596,  or  1 in  every  154  of  the  population ; in  1891  the  number  so  returned  was  1,329,  or  1 in  every  165  of 

the  population ; of  the  latter  number  911  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  418  were  in  hospital. 
fTUbb'S^  The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1881  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  3,601,  or  1 in 
' a e x0  every  68  of  the  population  ; of  this  number  1,502  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  2,099  were  in  receipt  of 
outdoor  relief ; in  1891  the  number  returned  was  3,763,  or  1 in  every  58  of  the  population ; 1,052  of  these 
being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  2,711  on  outdoor  relief. 

Births  ^and  For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Pour  Law  Union  forms  a 

Deatlis.  “ Superintendent  Registrar's  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar's  District  is  divided  into 
(Table  xii.)  Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which  Districts. 

save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed 
of  a certain  number  of  Poor  Law  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  Marriages  registered  in  the  County  of 
Mayo  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  7,361  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of  3-2  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in.  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period,  affords  an 
average  annual  rate  of  4'3  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  54,955  affording  an  average  animal 
rate  of  23'7  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same 
period  being  23-2  per  1,000. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  deeennium  amounted  to  31,432  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate 
of  13-5  per  1,000  ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  17-8  per  1,000.

xxxvii:.)  (19,540  males  and  22,828  females) ; the  number  for  the  decade  ending  31st  March,  1881,  was  24,705,  for  that 

ending  3lst  March,  1871,  27,496,  and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  29,317,  making  a total  of  123,886 
for  the  forty  years. 

Birth*™'''.!"  °f  The  number  of  Birtbs  registered  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  being  54,955,  and  the 
DeathsTnd  number  of  Deaths,  31,432  ; a natural  increase  of  23,523  would  appear  to  have  taken  place  in  the  population ; 
Emigration.  the  Emigrants,  during  the  same  period,  having  amounted  to  42,368  the  net  result  shown,  by  this  method 

Decrease  in  calculation,  is  a decrease  of  18,845;  the  decrease  in  the  population,  as  shown  by  the  Census  Returns 

the  Population,  amounts  to  26,178,  a disparity  in  the  results  to  be  accounted  for  to  some  extent  by  the  fact  that  no  record 
of  migration  from  one  part  of  Ireland  to  another  is  obtainable.

afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
have  presented  Tables  for  each  County  in  the  Provinces  of  Leinster,  Munster,  and  Ulster,  and  two 
Counties  in  Connaught,  and  now  present  the  following  Tables  for  tbe  County  of  Roscommon  j purposing  to 
give  at  an  early  date  similar  Tables  for  each  of  the  two  remaining  Counties.

Is  addition  to  the  infonnation  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt 
the  course  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  County 
of  Roscommon  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891. 


SUMMARY. 

The  County  of  Roscommon  covers  an  area  of  607,691  statute  acres,  or  2-9  per  cent,  of  the  total  area  of  the 
country.  ... 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland)  for  last  year  (1891),  presented  to  Parliament  by  the 
Registrar-General,  there  were  56,025  acres  under  tillage,  68,227  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  344,186 
under  pasture,  making  a total  of  468,438  acres  of  Arable  Land,  or  81-0  per  cent.,  of  the  total  extent 
of  land  in  the  County;  7,029  acres,  or  1-2  per  cent.,  under  Plantations;  68,798  acres,  or  11 '9  per  cent., 
under  Turf  Bog;  15,016  acres,  or  2-6  per  cent.,  under  Marsh,  and  6,067  acres,  or  IT  per  cent,  under 
barren  Mountain  Land.  The  remaining  12,973  acres,  or  2-2  per  cent,  were  returned  as  under  “Roads, 
Fences,  <fcc.,  &c.” 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Roscommon  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1841,  253,591; 
in  1851,  173,436;  in  1861,  157,272;  in  1871,  140,670;  in  1881,  132,490;  and  according  to  the  recent 
Census,  114,397  (58,000  Males,  and  56,397  Females)  or  13'7  per  cent  less  than  in  1881. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  21,933,  the 
average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  5T  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  21,538, 
showing  an  average  of  5-2  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public 
Institutions  have  been  omitted.

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observed  that  there  was  an  increase  of  0-6  per  cent,  in  the  Barony 
of  Moycam,  and  a decrease  in  each  of  the  other  Baronies ; the  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  being  16*4  in 
the  Barony  of  Ballymoe.  The  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  in  the  Poor  Law  Unions  occurred  in  that  portion 
of  Boyle,  situated  in  this  County,  and  the  lowest  in  that  portion  of  Ballinasloe  similarly  situated. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  County  in  1891,  91  '74  per  cent,  were  born  therein,  4T0  per  cent,  in 
other  Counties  of  the  Province  of  Connaught;  1'88  per  cent,  in  Leinster ; 0'47  per  cent,  in  Munster;  0'63 
per  cent,  in  Ulster;  0-89  per  cent,  in  G-reat  Britain  ; and  0'29  per  cent  were  horn  abroad. 

Towns  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  civic  districts. 

The  County  contains  one  such  district,  viz,  Boyle,  and  portion  of  another,  viz.,  Athlone.  In  1881  the 
population  of  the  foregoing  amounted  to  6,677 ; in  1891  it  was  5,966,  showing  a decrease  of  711  persons,  or 
106  per  cent. ; in  the  rural  district  of  the  County  the  decrease  was  13'8  per  cent. 

There  are  two  Parliamentary  Divisions  in  the  County,  viz.,  North  Roscommon  and  South  Roscommon, 
each  returning  one  member  to  Parliament;  the  former  Division  having  in  1891  a population  of  56,706, 
constituency  of  9,773 ; and  the  latter  a population  of  57,691,  and  a constituency  of  9,149.

From  the  above  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  population  of  the  County  in  1891,  96  4 per 
cent,  were  Roman  Catholics,  3T  per  cent.  Protestant  Episcopalians,  0'3  per  cent  Presbyterians,  0T  per  cent. 
Methodists,  and  0T  per  cent,  members  of  other  Religious  Denominations.  During  the  decade  there  was  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  Roman  Catholics,  amounting  to  13*7  per  cent ; Protestant  Episcopalians  declined 
14-4  per  cent ; Presbyterians  increased  9 4 per  cent ; and  there  was  a decrease  of  37,  or  22-4  per  cent,  in  the 
number  of  Methodists.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1881,  only  50-4  per  cent,  of  the 
Inhabitants  could  “ read  and  write,”  in  -189 1,  63  2 per  cent,  could  do  so  ; that  the  per-centage  of  the  population 
who  could  “ read  only  ” in  1881  was  13-9,  and  in  1891, 10'5 ; and  that  the  per-centage  of  the  “illiterate”  fell 
from  35'7  in  1881  to  26-3  in  1891. 

Tallo  xsxii.  The  following  statement  shows  the  Population  five  years  old  and  upwards,  also  the  number  and  proportion 
per  cent,  thereof  who  were  Illiterate. 


From  the  toregoing  statement  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  1881,  27-3  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants,  aged  five  years 
and  upwards,  were  Illiterate  (257  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  29  0 of  the  females),  and  that,  in  1891,  the 
per  centage  was  but  18-2  (17*6  of  the  males  and  18-9  of  the  females).

(Tablcxxxvii.)  number  returned  (for  week  ending  30th  May),  was  17.951,  or  41-6  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 
The  Sick.  In  1881  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Roscommon  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the  Census, 

(Table x!)  was  807,  or  1 in  every  164  of  the  population;  in  1891  the  number  so  returned  was  569,  or  1 in  every  201 
of  the  population;  of  the  latter  number  329  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  240  were  in  hospital. 

Pauperism.  The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1881  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  2,899,  or  1 
(Tables.)  in  every  46  of  the  population ; of  this  number  1,144  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  1,755  were  in  receipt 
of  outdoor  relief;  in  1891  the  number  returned  was  2,397,  or  1 in  every  48  cf  the  population ; 746  of 
these  being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  1,651  on  outdoor  relief. 

Marriages  For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 

births,  and  “ Superintendent  Registrar’s  District."  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into 
Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  poor  under  the  Medical  Charities’  Act ; which  Districts, 
t “ c xi save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed 
of  a certain  number  of  Poor  Law  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  Marriages  registered  in  the  County 
of  Roscommon,  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  3,926,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
3-2  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period 
affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4-3  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  26,309,. affording  an  average- 
annual  rate  of  21-8  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the 
same  period  being  23-2  per  1,000. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  17,025,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
13-8  per  1,000;  the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  17‘8  per  1,000. 

Emigration.  The  number  of  Emigrants  from  the  County  during  the  ten  years  ending  3lst  March,  1891,  amounted  to 
(Table  23,128  (11,225  males  and  11,903  females) ; the  number  for  the  decade  ending  31st  March,  1881,  was

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NOTE. 


It  was  considered  desirable  (as  in  1881)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be  disposed 
to  purchase,  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness,  should  have  access  at  a small  cost  to  the 
statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest ; and  as,  in  Ireland, 
the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particulars  should  be 
afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
have  presented  Tables  for  each  County  in  the  Provinces  of  Leinster,  Munster,  and  Ulster,  and  four  Counties 
in  Connaught,  and  now  present  the  following  Tables  for  the  County  of  Sligo,  completing  the  series. 
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Is  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt  the 
course  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  County 
of  Sligo  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891. 


The  County  of  Sligo  covers  an  area  of  461,796  statute  acres,  or  2-2  per  cent,  of  the  total  area  of  the  ' 
country. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland)  for  last  year  (1891),  there  were  40,571  acres  under  I 
tillage,  33,534  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  240,301  under  pasture,  making  a total  of  314,406  acres  of  j 
Arable  Land,  or  69-3  per  cent,  of  the  total  extent  of  land  in  the  County ; 7,670  acres,  or  1*7  per  cent.  ' 
under  Plantations  ; 32,488  acres,  or  7'2  per  cent,  under  Turf  Bog  ; 11,774  acres,  or  2-6  per  cent,  under 
Marsh,  and  67,349  acres,  or  15-0  per  cent.,  under  barren  Mountain  Lund.  The  remaining  16,433  acres 
or  37  per  cent.,  were  returned  as  under  “ Roads,  Pences,  Ac.,  Ac." 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Sligo  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1341,  180, S86 ; in  1851,  t 
128,515;  in  1861,  124,845  ; in  1871,  115,493;  in  1881,  111,578;  and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  t 
98,013  (48,670  Males  and  49,343  Females),  or  12‘2  per  cent,  less  than  in  1881. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  18,712,  the  J 
average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  5-2  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  18,475,  1 
showing  an  average  of  5-2  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public 
Institutions  have  been  omitted.

In  1881  the  * 
population  thereof  amounted  to  12,250;  in  1891  it  was  11,468,  showing  a decrease  of  782  persons,  or  G‘4 
per  cent. ; in  the  rural  districts  of  the  County  the  decrease  was  12-9  per  cent.

In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  lias  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt 
the  course  pureued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  Province 
of  Connaught  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891. 


SUMMARY. 


The  Province  of  Connaught  covers  an  area  of  4,392,453  statute  acres,  or  Sl'l  per  cent  of  the  total  area  of  Aron, 
the  country. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland)  for  last  year  (1891),  there  were  350,965  acres  under  Distribution  of 
tillage,  291,114  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  2,039,252  under  pasture,  making  a total  of  2,701,331  L»”A 
acres  of  Arable  Land,  or  64-C  per  cent,  of  the  total  extent  of  land  in  the  Province ; 53,934  acres,  or  lTa,','i  *0 
1'3  per  cent.,  under  Plantations  j 511,753  acres,  or  12-2  per  cent,  under  Turf  Bog;  205, 3S5  acres,  or  4-9 
per  cent.,  under  Marsh,  and  5G9,512  acres,  or  13-7  per  cent.,  under  barren  Mountain  Land.  The 
remaining  139,485  acres,  or  3 8 per  cent,  were  returned  as  tinder  "Roads,  Fences,  Ac.,  &c." 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  Province  of  Connaught  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1841, 1,418,859;  Population, 
in  1851,  1,010,031;  in  1861,  913,135;  in  1871,  846.213;  in  1881,  821,657  ; and  according  to  the  (TnblcU.) 
recent  Census,  724,774  (362,186  Males,  and  362,608  Females)  or  11*8  per  cent,  less  than  in  1881. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  Province  at  the  time  of  tho  late  enumeration  was  136,277,  the  Families  and 
average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  5-2 ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  134,009,  Houses, 
showing  an  average  of  5-3  peisons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public 
Institutions  have  been  omitted.

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  Province  in  1891,  90-41  per  cent,  were  born  therein;  1-19  per  cent, 
in  Leinster;  067  per  cent,  in  Munster;  075  per  cent,  in  Ulster;  075  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain; 
0-23  per  cent,  were  horn  abroad ; and  10  persons  were  born  at  sea.

The  Province  contains  9 such  districts,  and  portion  of  another.  In  1881  the  population  of  the  foregoing 
amounted  to  58,538 ; in  1891  it  was  62,983,  showing  a decrease  of  5,555  persons,  or  9-5  per  cent. ; in  the  rural 
district  of  the  Province  the  decrease  was  12-0  per  cent.

Prom  the  above  Table  it  will  be  seen  tbat  of  the  total  population  of  the  Province  in  1891,  95-5  per- 
cent. were  Roman  Catholics,  3-7 per  cent.  Protestant  Episcopalians,  0-4  per  cent.  Presbyterians,  0-3  percent. 
Methodists,  and  0-1  per  cent  members  of  other  Religious  Denominations.  During  the  decade  there  was  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  Roman  Catholics,  amounting  to  11-6  per  cent ; Protestant  Episcopalians  declined

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1881,  only  41-5  per  cent  of  the 
Inhabitants  could  “read  and  write,”  in  189  L,  55  4 per  cent,  could  do  so  ; that  the  per-centage  of  the  population

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  1881,  37 '9  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants,  aged  five  j’ears 
and  upwards,  were  illiterate  (35'3  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  40-5  of  the  females),  and  that,  in  1891,  the 
per-centage  was  but  27 ‘4  (25-9  of  the  males  and  28  9 of  the  females). 

Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  1891,  excluding  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  28-5  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  5-2  per  cent,  of  Protestant  Episcopalians,  2-9  [*r 
cent,  of  Presbyterians,  2*2  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  4*7  per  cent,  of  “all  other  Denominations"  were 
Illiterate. 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  Province  of  Connaught,  according  to  the  Census  of  1881 
(week  ending  14th  May),  was  100,246,  or  31'7  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20 ; in  1891  the 
number  returned  (for  week  ending  30th  May),  was  109,276,  or  39.3  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1881  the  number  of  persons  in  the  Province  of  Connaught  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the  Census, 
was  5,175,  or  1 in  every  159  of  the  population  ; in  1891  the  number  so  returned  was  4,293,  or  1 in  every  168 
of  the  population;  of  the  latter  number  2,688  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  1,605  were  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1881  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  15,334,  or  1 
in  every  54  of  the  population  ; of  this  number  5,944  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  9,390  were  in  receipt 
of  outdoor  relief ; in  1891  the  number  returned  was  13,390,  or  1 in  every  54-  of  the  population;  4,303  of 
these  being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  9,087  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
11  Superintendent  Registrar's  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into 
Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which  Districts, 
save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed 
of  a certain  number  of  Poor  Daw  Electoral  Divisions. 


According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar  General,  the  number  of  Marriages  registered  in  the  Province 
of  Connaught,  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  23,920,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
3-1  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period 
affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4*3  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  Province  during  the  ten  years  was  172,574,  affording  an  average 
annual  rate  of  22*3  per  l-, 000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the 
same  period  being  23-2  per  1,000. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  107,159,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
13*9  per  1,000;  the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Deland  was  17*8  per  1,000. 

Emigration.  The  number  of  Emigrants  from  the  Province  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  amounted  to 
(Table  161,219  (76,197  males  and  85,022  females) ; the  number  for  the  decade  ending  31st  March,  1881,  was 

86,551;  for  that  ending  31st  March,  1871,  113,676;  and  for  that  ending  -with  March,  1861,138,059, 
making  a total  of  499,505  for  the  forty  years.
